States 

Reeve Dr. L. W. Dales hasj 
issued the following statement: [ 
"Regarding the Newmarket 
assessment, I feel that a state- 
ment should be made regarding 
the unsettled and contentious 
matter of the town's assessment. 
The mayor is not wrong in his 
contention that the assessment is 
not what it should be. 

"I have maintained the same 
thing ever since I have been 
reeve, and tried to improve it. 
But- the proposed method of cor- 
recting it will only result in 
greater dissatisfaction. 

"It is not sufficient to appeal 
the" reductions in assessment only, 
but there are many assessments 
which should be raised. This 
matter is too important to 
be reduced to a political squabble 
and surely the mayor and council 
should give a permanent solution 
to this matter and there is only 
one way it con be arrived at. 

"My position is that the mat- 
ter should be taken out of local 
hands and an independent survey 
made of the whole assessment, 
free from political or any influ- 
ences, by one or more outside 
assessors. This assessment would 
cover every property and busi- 
ness assessment in town except 
the factories, which have already 
been assessed and their assess- 
ments should not be interfered 
with. 

"Such a resolution will be pre- 
sented by me at the next meet- 
ing of the council. I think that 
this plan should clear up per- 
manently this most contentious 

matter. 

'This means that the present 
1938 roll is unacceptable and Hint 
n new roll would be prepared as 
a basis for the 1030 taxes."

Mathews. 

"We are away below our esti- 
mated $3,000, and we will be able I 
to do the additional work within 
the original estimate," said Coun- 1 
cillor Wm. Dixon, chairman of 
the road and bridge committee. 

"But it has to be done legally," 
said Mr. Mathews. 

'It was stated that the residents 
were willing to sign a petition. 
Mr. Mathews said that a petition 
would make further advertising 
unnecessary. 

The engineer. Mr. Red fern, said 
that he had received instructions 
concerning Simcoc and Niagara 
Sts. only, and that he had pre- 
viously given the council esti- 
mates on the cost of the addition- 
al jobs now found necessary. 

Declaring that it was to do 
away with the septic tanks tha'. 
the work had been undertaken. 
Mayor Dr. S. J. Boyd insisted 
that the additional work be done. 

Twenty-nine meters cleaned 
and reoaired by the water and 
light department's own staff was 
reported to the town council by 
Councillor W. W. Osborne, chair- 
man of the water and light com- 
mittee. 

"I have had a lot of complaints 
from people who were forced to 
pay for two months electric light 
at once," said Mayor Dr. S. J. 
Boyd. "But the purpose was to 
enable the men to repair our own 
meters. This is a saving to the 
town." 

Wm. Curtis said that he had 
read that the council had turned 
down improvement of the road 
into his property behind the 
Christian-Congregational church. 

''I came tonight to see what 
really can be done," he said. 

N. L. Mathews, K.C., clerk and 
solicitor, reported that he had 
not investigated the legal status 
of the right-of-way but would d^ 
so before the next council meet- 
ing.

I had not 
seen the report before it was 
handed in and I was very much 
surprised when it was read out 
that the assessment was down 
$9,000 below last year. I figure 
it should be up at least $25,000, 
with the new houses that have 

been built and the improvements 
lo buildings on Main St. 

"In order to find the reason 



figures did not balance and make 
sense. It js evident many of the 
decreases are not shown in this 
list, so I instructed the town clerk 
to get a man to go over this 
year's and last year's assessments, 
using an ndding-machine and 
secure for us the correct figures, 

"I asked the assessor why he 
made such sweeping reductions 
involving over 100 assessments. 
I said: *I never told you to do It 
and the council as a whole did 
not tell you to do it.' The result 
is that over 1,000 of us taxpayers 
who got no reduction have to 
carry the load taken off the 100 
odd who were reduced. 

"On top of that there is the 
loss to the taxpayers as a whole 
of the provincial government 
subsidy of one mill on the total 
assessment so reduced. The 
higher the total assessment the 
more money the town gets from 

the provincial government.

Liquor Appeal 
. Is Dismissed 



Judge Barton has dismissed an 
appeal by Tom Hearst, Keswick, 
from a conviction for keeping 
liquor for sale and a sentence of 
two months imprisonment. 

C. Frank Moore, Toronto, acted 
for thc appellant. N. L, Mathews, 
K.C., Newmarket, acted for thc 
crown. 



"Multiply the total assessment 
by the equalizing factor to get 
the equalized assessment for 
county purposes. If we were to 
reduce our assessment ten per 
cent, the equalizing factor would 
be changed to bring our assess- 
ment up In-line with- the others. 

"I know it is the assessor's duty 
to make adjustments to prevent 
taxpayers from being over or 
under-assessed, but when sweep- 
ing reductions arc made to so 
many, the others who do not get 
a reduction suffer by reason of a 
higher rate, and the whole' assess- 
ment system becomes a racket. 

"I recommend that the council 
do not accept the assessor's re- 
port as it has been handed in but 
that it be appealed and a court 
of revision be appointed to re- 
view the assessment nnd make 
necessary corrections.

A resolution asking "immediate 
completion" of unfinished por- 
tions of the No. 7 highway, and 
completion within three years of 
the central Ontario highway from 
Port Perry to Yonge St., was 
passed by thc town council on 
Monday evening. 

The council also voted a fur- 
ther $50 to the highway associa- 
tion. 

'"The highway will be worth 
thousands of dollars to the town," 
said Rcev/s Dr. L. % Dales. 

Members of the council will be 
asked to join In a large delega- 
tion to Queen's Park in the near 
future, W. M. Bowes, Port Perry, 
told tho council.

TARIFF PJIORLKMS 

• 

A subject which seems to have lost all its 
interest for public discussion is the tariffs. One 
of our political parties has professed a belief in 
high tariffs and the other parly has professed a 
belief in low tariffs. Our tariffs, today, however, 
are not, we are told, substantially lower than dur- 
ing the highest tariff days of the Bennett govern- 
ment. The truth is that nobody, not even the 
cleverest economist, can say whether toriffs bring 
more good than ill. Central Canadians are the 
biggest beneficiaries from our tariffs. In a tariff 
world it seems almost necessary for our country 
to have toriffs, so that wc have something to 
bargain with, concessions to make in return for 
concessions from others. The fact remains, how- 
ever, that Britain until a few years ago got along 
famously without tariffs. 
Self-sufficiency 

In the last few years nations have turned more 
and more to self-sufficiency, which is based on 
fear, and now even the best neighbors won't buy 
any more from each other than they can help. 
We would think, for instance, that Franco and 
Canada, with ties of friendship and race, would be 
anxious to buy from each other, but France last 
week closed her colonial markets to foreign 
wheat, shutting out a million and a half buaheli 
of Canadian wheat The workings of foreign 
exchange will probably bring it about that Can- 
ada will buy that much leas merchandise from 
France or, mora likely, from other countries 
which are buying from ttranee. We must pay 
for roodi with goods.

Crown Attorney N. L. Mathews, 
K.C., read the following court 
record of the youths: Skabcr- 
nicky and Humenyck were each 
convicted on a charge o.f break- 
in*; and entering in Toronto on 
Sept. 7, 1938, and were placed on 
probation for one year. Garbutt 
was placed on probation for one 
year when he was convicted on a 
charge of theft on June 29. 1937. 
For attempted theft in Septem- 
ber. 1937, Garbutt was placed on 
probation for an indefinite per- 
iod. In October, 1937, on a 
charge of tlicft of an auto Gar- 
butt was sentenced to a term of 
six to 12 months in the Refor- 
matory and was paroled in May, 
1938. In October, 1038, a charge 
of receiving laid £ gainst Garbutt 
was withdrawn and in the same 
month the charge of theft of an 
auto at Woodstock was also with- 
drawn. 

Convicted on four breaches of 
tiie game and fisheries act, Bruno 
Gorassinl. Toronto, was fined a 
total of $50 -with. costs added. On 
each of the three charges of car- 
rying an automatic shotgun, poss- 
essing a ring-necked hen pheas- 
ant, and hunting pheasants with- 
out a license, he was fined $io 
and costs. On the fourth charge 
of having an excess number of 
pheasants he was fined $20 and 
costs. The alternative on each 
charge was ten days, the sen- 
tences to run consecutively,. . 

Game overseer N. E. II. Sit- 
well laid the four charges against 
Gorassinl. Defence counsel waff 
'.fe Moliiiaro, Toronto. Mr. Sit-" 
well did the cross-examining. - 

"After receiving a call I found 
the accused In Markhnm town- 
ship five miles north of Scarboro, 
township," testified Game War- 
den Ben Gayman, Unionville. 
"Gorassinl was in a farmer's field 
nnd he had five cock pheasants 
nnd one hen pheasant, but the 
limit for ono hunter is three cock 
birds, I obtained possession of 



of birds allowed without even a 
license to shoot them," stated Mr. 
Sitwell. The game overseer was 
also given an order to confiscate 
the gun. 

On a charge of hunting ring- 
necked pheasants in Markham 
township without a license, R. 
Carrfella, Toronto, was fined $15 
arid costs of $13.50, or ten days, 
and his gun was ordered confis- 
cated. This case was also con- 
ducted by Mr. Sitwell and F. 
Molinaro was defence counsel. 

"On Oct 21 I was out acting as 
a game warden when I came 
across the accused, who was 
walking across the road to a field 
with his gun," stated Fred Shad- 
low. "When I asked for the gun. 
he took out the shells and put 
them in his bag. He had a pro- 
vincial license and n Scarboro 
license but no license to shoot in 
Markham township. The accused 
said that he was just waiting for 
some friends but his gun was 
dirty when I looked through it." 

Game Warden Ben Gayman 
stated that Carfolla was five 
miles : within Ihe boundary of 
Markhnm township and thai the 
accused told him that he didn't 
know he was in Markham at nlK 
Carrfella had not shot any birds, 
Mr. Cayman said. 

Mr. Carrfella told the court 
that he was n shoemaker and had 
just gone out for a day's shooting 
and that he did not know that he 
was not iri Scarboro township. 

"Didn't you see any signs tell- 
ing yoit that you were in Mark- 
ham township?" asked the 
magistrate. 

"No," answered Carfolla. 

On a charge of discharging a 
gun in Sutton, Stewart Noble, 
Sutton, was fined $2 nnd costs. 
The magistrate ordered that the 
Stun and shells be returned to 
Noble.

(4) If 
there is a membership of the 
hospital association, how does one 
become a member? (5) What be- 
comes of the money earned by 
the hospital? 

"Subscriber" 
Editor's tfotc: The Era is in- 
debted, to P. W. Pearson, of the 
hospital board, for the following 
information, answering the 
above questions: (I) Those who 
have a right to vole and elect a 
board of directors are individuals 
who have paid $25 for a life 
membership, or who pay $1 per 
year for a yearly membership. 
This money, of course, is used for 
hospital purposes. (2) The direct- 
ors receive no pay or remunera- 
tion of any kind for the work 
they do. 

(3) As there has never been 
any stock issued, there have 
never been dividends of any kind 
paid to any person. Originally, 
the members of the board sub- 
scribed and gave several thousand 
dollars for the purpose of build- 
ing the hospital. Others of the 
public purchased bonds to the 
extent of $25,000, which by 1040, 
will have been paid off by earn- 
ings of the hospital. (4) See 
answer No. I, <5) All money 
earned by tho hospital, also the 
grants made by the government,

measurably affected. The heart 
beat is increase?! from the normal 
rate of 72 to 89 beats a minute. 
So far as known, tested smokers 
acquire no immunity from these 
effects and are therefore under 
"strain" most of the time. 

Narcotics arrest development. 
In tests at Yale University for 
nine years, it was proved that 
regular smokers were fifteen 
months older than non-smokers 
entering college. In college in 
45 months, non-smokers increas- 
ed in weight ten per cent, height 
24 per cent, lung capacity 77 per 
cent more than regular smokers. 
"Occasional smokers" gained 
more than smokers and less than 
non-smokers, thOs proving pos- 
itively that tobacco was the cause 
of the difference noted. 

Narcotics appear to be stimu- 
lants, but really are sedatives. 
The early stimulation comes from 
increased action of nature's pro- 
tective forces against the "inva- 
der." Reaction follows. 

It is clear that whatever sooth- 
ing and pleasing effects a tobac- 
co-user receives come from nar- 
cotizing the nervous system, 

"teaching it to lie." The penalty 
may be long-deferred but it is 
certain. 

Why is not tobacco 'included 
In the wide-spread movement 
against narcotics? Presumably 
through general ignorance that it 
Is a narcotic. Largely also, 
through tho universal effect of 
"customs" which blinds us to the 
facts.

Narcotics impair physical 
arid mental action to n mensur- 
able degree, while seeming to 
stimulate and improve them. 
Nearly every intelligent person 
knows this to be true of alcohol. 
Tests of the same sort have 
proved U similarly true of tobac-

Physical strength is diminished 
as much as 40 per cent in some 
cases; mental efficiency ten per 
cent; precision (shooting or 
pitching a hall) 12 to 30 per cent.
